£ Black Reaction to Butz Joke 
‘ May Have Effect in Campaign

CLEVELAND, Oct. 10 CVYT?. 
—In the bars in black working- 
class neighborhoods here and in 
the homes of suburban middle- 
class blacks, the jokes this past 
week have been cynical takeoffs 
on the anti-black joke told by 
Bari Butz. 


At meetings Jast weekend of 
black-elected Ohio Democrats in 
Columbus and of black reporters 
in Houston, they laughed at the 
Butz story, as well as the incident 
Jast month involving Vice-Presi- 
dent Rockefeller and House 
Speaker Carl Albert, who, un- 
aware that a microphone was 
open. made disparaging remarks 
about blacks in the House cham- 
ber. 

It may have appeared to some 
that blacks took the incidents 
lightly. But interviews here and 
in other cities found that was 
not the case at all. Black reac- 
tion was deeply painful, with the 
impact probably much more pro- 
found than realized. 

Some black leaders believe the 
incidents have already affected 
the presidentia} race in favor of 
Democrat Jimmy Carter, possibly 
increasing the percentage of the 
blacks who will vote and who will 
vote Democratic. 


Kelations Damaged 


Black leaders further feel that 
the two incidents, along with 
disparaging remarks about ghetto 
blacks made a year ago by Rhode 
Island Gov. Philip Noel, repre- 
sented a pattern that has exacer- 
bated the tenuous relations be- 
tween individual blacks and 
whites,

Viking-2 Moves Rock 
On Mars in 2d Try 


PASADENA, Calif. Oct. 10

French Workers Fuming Over Surtax Help for Farmers

PARIS. Oct. 10 (WPi.—Two 
weeks of abundant rainfall across 
France hate failed to douse the 
anger of French taxpayers who 
are being asked to hand over an 
extra 5 million frances ($1 billion: 
this fall to compensate farmers 
and dairsmen hit by this suo- 
mer's severe drought, 

The lingering effects of the 
century's most widespread natural 
calamity in Western Europe 
threaten to become ἃ volatile 
social and political issue here. 

While other European govern- 
ments have quietly set aside spe- 
ejal drought-relief funds for ther 
farmers. the French government 
hhas publicized its special drought 
διιγίακ, @ major part of whose 
revenues will come from a 
®raduated levy on income taxes, 
end is reaping a whirlwind of dis- 


content, especially with industrial 
and white-callar workers. 

“The level of hostility between 
elty dwellers and farmers is the 
highest it has been since World 
War It, when you had to drive 
out ἐσ the farms and par enor- 
mous amounts for af egg.”

“Many people are convinced 
the farmers never pay their 
share of taxes anyway, and they 
think the farmers are getting rich 
twice from the drought—once

“Why should I pay a surtax to 
help people who are a lot richer 
than I am?"

Discontent over the drought 
tax is merging with a broader 
dissatisfaction with the austerity 
and tax-revision program—the 
Barre plan-—that the govern-

heavily on the loosely structured 
white-collar urban working pop- 
ulation, which accounts for 20 
per cent of the national labor 
force but pays about 40 per cent 
of national income taxes.

Polarization in Spain 


The 5.000 rightists who in a Madrid mani- 
festation last week demanded the ouster of 
the government and military rule in Spain 
have dramatized the intractable political 
Problem confronting King Juan Carlos and 
Premier Adolfo Suarez. 

The King and his Prime Minister are try- 
ing to move Spain gradually out of the 
authoritarian straitjacket, fashioned by the 
late Generalissimo Franco, toward a Western 
European parliamentary democracy—but are 
evoking the hostility of both left and right. 

To make their protest against democra- 
tization, the right-wing militants exploited 
the funerals of two policemen who were gun- 
ned down in San Sebastian last Monday with 
three other men—including a top-level ad- 
viser to the King—by Basque separatists. The 
roost prominent victim was Jnan Maria de 
Araluce, 2 member of the Council of the 
Realm, Spain's highest advisory body. 

Almost every political force in Spain, in- 
eluding the Communists, condemned the 
San Sebastian murders. But diehard Fran- 
coists tried to turn the indignation into an 
argument for preserving authoritarian rule 
and junking the government’s reform 
program, which calls for elections by next 
June for 2 new two-chamber parliament. In 
particular, the Francolsts oppose restoration 
of the regional autonomy exercised by the 
Basques and Catalans prior to Franco's vic- 
tory in the Civil War of 1936-39 

Many Spaniards believe that only the 


restoration of regional autonomy ean defeat 
the separatist movements and isolate the 
terrorists. But, fearful of provoking strong 
reaction from rightist politiclans and con- 
servative military officers, the government 
has decided to delay decisions on regional 
autonomy and on another major emotional 
issue, the legalization of the Communist 
party, until the elected parliament can deal 
with these questions next year. 

It is the government's caution about dis- 
mantling Francolst institutions and practices 
that has led a wide spectrum of political 
parties to withhold their support. These 
groups, ranging from moderate conservative 
to Communist, demand immediate freedom 
for all parties, including the Communists, 
the formation of a broadly based provisional 
government and the prompt preparation of 
free elections for an assembly that would 
write a new Constitution. 

The transition from authoritarian to 
democratic rule is never easy to manage; and 
the hazards involved in the political balanc- 
ing act undertaken by King and Prime Min- 
ister should not be underestimated. In the 
vacuum left by Franco’s passing, however, 
the greater risk is that of moving too slowiy, 
giving the diehards the opportunity to pola- 
rize the country and to dig in behind a dis- 
credited system that Spain must shuck off 
In order to assume the place waiting for it 
inside the European community.

Be had been dead for four years 
when the 1974 coup came. But 
although he bad been succeeded 
as premier by Marcello Caetano, 
there was never any doubt that 
he was the regime's dominating 
fizure—ascetic, authoritarian, re- 
ligtous. hard-working and ultra- 
conservative. 

The visitor to his birthplace 
Near this small, backward rural 
town in central Portugal has the 
impression now that history's 
Judgment has placed him in a 
Strange limbo. 

The inscriptions scrawled bere 
hy leftists in the first heady days 
of the revolution are beginning 
to peel and fade. The two simple 
ecttages in the nearby hamlet of 
Vimieiro, where he was born in 
1889 and iater spent his summer 
holidays as Premier, are un- 
touched. 

Three Sisters 

Three aged sisters live 2 few 
Yards away in the same cobbled 
Street. Although ailing and 
Secluded, they are respected and 
untroubled by their neighbors. 

After the 1974 coup. Salazar's 
Statue in the main square of 
Santa Comba Dao was drenched 
first with red paint, then with 
yellow. Next it was draped with 
biack cloth, and finally somebody 
Temored its bronze head in the 
middle of the r‘ght with a saw. 

Words daubed on the pedestal 
accused him of murdering Por- 
tuguese youths by sending them 
to τσ against liberaticn move- 
ments in the former colonies. 

Town official’ renamed the 
Main street “Avenida General 
Humberto Delgado—Assassinated 
by the PIDE.” 

Gen, Delgado vainly stood as 
ἃ presidential candidate in 1958 
with the aim of ousting Salazar 
fram the premiership. Salazar’s 
PIDE (secret police) is alleged 
to have murdered him in 1965, 

Poor Peasants 


But the leftist revolution made 
little real headway among the 
local peasants, who struggle close 
to poverty to extract the rich, 


red Dao wine irom their plots 
of poor, sandy soil Only 66 of 
the 1,468 electors voted Com- 
munist or radical left here in the 
1975 elections. 

The military complained that 
the reskients were “imbued with 
the phenomenon of Fascism,” but 
eventually said Salazar’s statue 
could remain out of respect for 
their feelings.

His cot- 
tages in Vimieiro appear to have 
been saved from the vengeful 
paintbrushes of the [εἰ ἰδία merely 
because they’ hear no name plate 
advertising their significance. 

‘The primary school a few yards 
away, however, has the nuame 
“Salazar” obliterated with biack 
swastikas and replaced with 
“School of the 25th of April”— 
the date of the coup. 

The cottages, which were in- 
herited by the three sisters, stand 
shuttered and unoccupied. Sala- 
gar’s furniture, moved out of his 
official residence in Lisbon, is 
stored inside. 

The sisters do not receive 
visitors. The maid who answers 
the door nervouzly jooks over her 
shoulder as she speaks to callers.

The feisty, Ti-year-old Nobel 
Prve-winning economist says 
thet he becomes furious when 
sociologists say that the Swedes 
are depressed and frustrated be- 
cause of the welfare state. 

“This Is ἃ fanteatic le.” he 
sald in an interview the other 
day. “Why in hell should the 
protection of your life from 
economic disasters and from bad 
health, opening education for 
Foung people. pensions for old 
people. nursery care for children 
—why should that make you 
frustrated? 


“The reactionaries and the con- 
gervatives abroad hate these re- 
forms, and our Socialist friends 
say It's scandalous that Sweden 
hasn't nationalized any indus- 
tries.” Mr. Myrdal said “They 


cordially agree on the malaise 
of the Swedes.” 

Seated in his office near down- 
town Stockholm, Mr. Myrdal spoke 
ebulliently about his own career, 
as well as the work of his wife, 
Alva. who is 9 diplomat, disarma- 
ment expert and feminist. Mr. 
Myrdal said that his working life 
had been “devoled to the ‘shidy 
of problems in Sweden, the U.S. 
and the world.” His book on 
the U.S. race problem, “An Amer~ 
ican Dilemma.” published in 1944, 
remains 2 classic. 


‘Just Problems’ 


One of his economic books, 
“Value in Social Theory.” cut- 
lines his argument that it is im- 
possible for economics to remain 
neutral, like physics, and that 
the study of money and markets 
must be entwined with social 
phenomena, “There are, in real- 
ity, no economic problems, no 
psychological problems, no an- 
thropological problems, there are 
just problems, and all these prob- 
lems are very complex,” sald Mr. 
Myrdal, who won the Nobel Prize 
in 1974,

Disease, Politics Bog Down Pan Am Highway

ANAMA CITY \WpP:.—They 

come br camper, trailer, mo- 
toreycle and minivan to this city, 
many thinking they are about to 
realize the 400-year-old dream of 
Charies V of Spain: to follow a 
decent road linking North and 
South America. 

Instead, they have to take a 
boat trip. The Pan American 
Hishway, half a century in con- 
struction, now almost, but not 
quite, links Alaska and Argentina 
in a 14,000-mile thread from 
Prudhoe Bay to Buenos Aires. 
Tt lacks the 250-mile stretch 
through the Darien Gap in Pan- 
ama and Colombia, the bridge 
between the continents where 
Balboa first saw the Pacific 
Ocean.

Panama is busy building its part 
and could finish it within the 
next three years. The real ob- 
stacle is a Simile stretch of 
soggy jungle in Colombia, where 
construction has been blocked 
since 1973 by foot-and-mouth 
disease, a swamp, Indian tribes 
and intricate power plays be- 
tween two Colombian cities.

road should not be where it is. 

Otherwise, the highway is com- 
plete, paved over Alaskan per- 
mafrost, semifloating over Central 
American marshland, bearing 
goats and barefoot Indians along 
with tourists over some of its 
rutted, potholed length in South 
America.

——Legal Questions About Voting

5 (THT)—You are an 
American born and living 
abroad. You want to vote, The 
problem is where? Can you claim 
a ballot from the state where your 
parents last lived? 

The US. Justice Department, 
in response to requests by several 
states, has promised to study the 
problem. This is the latest im a 
series of legal questions that have 
arisen about the voting and citi- 
zenship rights of overseas Ameri- 
cans. 


Americans tend to believe that 
citizenship comes with a lifetime 
guarantee. But some have dis- 
covered that the guarantee is not 
automatic when their applications

The consular section of the 
U.S. Embassy in Paris handles 
two or three problem cases a day, 
gecording to William Krug, vice- 
consul and passport officer. “Tt is 
vital for Americans living abroad 
to always keep a valid passport,” 
he said, “Some may fee] that they 
don’t need to have one if they are 
not traveling. But when you go 
to have ij renewed every five 
years, you find out the latest 
rulings on citizenship." 

U.S. embassies do not have the 
power to take away citizenship, 
only passports.

Child’s View of the Elderly: 
‘Sad, Tired, Dirty and Ugly’

ASHINGTON (WP).—Children tend to view the elderly as 

“sick, sad, tired, dirty and ugly” and insist they will never 
be old themselves. 

Such are the major conchisions of a yearlong study into 
children’s atiltudes toward the ekierly by tlie University of 
Maryland's Center on Aging. 

Paradoxically, the children also view the elderly as “friend-- 
ly, good and Kind,” but still comsign them to a class of people 
area ta led, crippled, chew funny and haven’t any 

In an increasingly mobile society, children have limited 
contact with old people and only scant knowledge of what it 
means to be old, the study found, and youngsters’ opinions oz’ 
the aged are frequently stereotyped. 

The study was done under the direction of Richard Jantz 
and Carol Seefeidt of Maryland’: Department of Early Chid- 
hood Education. Cratuete Tesearchers Ales Galper sas Rathy 
Serock conducted interviews with 180 children, aged from 3 
to 11, 

Gregory Merrill, yesearch associate with the Retired Persons 
Association, called the study “probably the most 
we'ye had yet”. on chikiren's attivudes foward the elderly. 

in a section of the study, children were asked the question, 
“What can you tell me about old people?” 
answers were such comments as “Their teeth are falling out...

“What we're trying to do is.dispel a little bit of ignorance 
about what it means to be growing old,” said Edward Ansello, 
associnte director of Maryland's’ Center on Aging. 

“An awful lot of people are getting old today in a society 
that says getting old is ng fum. ‘They are being told it’s all 
downhill] financially, it's all downhill sexually, it's all downhill . 
intellectually. They have this expectation of inevitabe decline: 
If you live long enough, you're going to be senile.” 

Despite a growing body of research that has found no 
evidence that old age necessarily limits intellectual capacity, 
impairs sexual activity, or bars meaningful work, many of the 
_Sderiy continue to believe the old-age stereotypes. 

“We're talking about myths that bave been around for 
_ centuries,” Mr. Ansello said, ‘The Roman . it Pletus 
wrote that ‘he whom the gods favor dies young.’ In his seven 
stages of man, Shakespeare described old age as ‘second child- 

Mr, Anseilo is just Iinishing an 18-month study of “agist” 
stereotypes as they appear in children’s literature. From his 
analysis of 549 children’s books, he argues that agism is a 
“neglected though alJl-too-real fact of children’s first literature.” 

In general, old people are left out of children’s literature. 
“When they are in a story, which is rare, they say rather then 
do; they perform relatively mundane, “tasks rather 
than imsightful, creative ones,” he said m a paper to be 
published shortly, 

Mr. Ansello’s objection to the old-age stereotypes in the 
children’s literature, he said, is not so much that they empha- 
size negative aspects of growing oki. but that they cast older 
people in. a limited number of roles, 

“Older characters are shaply not alive in children’s books. 
They are not problem solvers nor are they physically exertive 
or emotionally developed ... The stereotype of the older 
character is more 2 boring one. Old characters are not ‘fleshed 
οὐδ." 

The basic purpose underlying the study, said οοδιτεδ ΟΣ 
Seefeldt, is “to develop positive attitudes towards the elderly 
in these children, We think that in that way the young will 
learn to adjust to their own aging, and they will be more 
tikely to treat the elderly with dignity and respect.”
